The -French Minister's | Note 
says—"L feel it my duty. to invite 
the attention of the Chinese Gov- 
erament to the status of the Rus- 
sian Concession” at Hankow. 

The territory in ‘this © Coneession 
was originuly(part of the territory 
which the Chinese authorities in 
1864 promised to France, but by 
virtue of ‘an agreement between 
China, France and ‘-Rugsia in 
1896 it was divided between the 
French and Russian Concessions, 

“According to general usages, 
the agreements thus entered cun- 
nol be modified without the con- 
sent of all the parties concerned,
